So. before a man and woman 
may marry, they must first get 
a license from a county clerk 
which shows: 
1. Who they are; 
2. W’here they live; and 
3. Their ages and the like. 
The clerk may not grant a 
license to the feeble-minded, 
insane, or to persons under the 
influence of a narcotic or alco­ 
hol. Nor may he issue a license 
unless both parties are legally 
capable of consenting to and of 
consummating marriage. 
The license must show such 
consents and set out such facts 
as the law calls for. 
For a man under 21, or for a 
previously unmarried girl un­ 
der 18, California calls for the 
parents’ or guardian’s written 
consent. 
Besides, under a recent law, 
a superior court judge must 
give permission to marry if the 
young man is under 18, or the 
young woman is under 16.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
It's Time To Give Thought 
To Our Feelings On Wor 


The international situation appears to 
be grave indeed. The failure of the sum­ 
mit meeting has brought a blast of frigid 
air into the cold war. In prospect, unless 
something dramatic happens, is an in­ 
ternational arms race the likes of which 
the world has never seen, a race with 
only one end—disaster. 
No one in the free world can guess 
what will come next. Will it be a block­ 
ade of Berlin*1 An attack on Turkish or 
Norwegian airfields with the excuse the 
U-2 has been using them for bases0 A 
sneak attack on the United States and 
our allies? 
It is an old adage that ’t takes only 
one person to start a war. It takes many 
nations to keep a peace. 
How do Americans feel about war to­ 
day? There can be no doubt but that we 
fear it. We fear that war today means 
the destruction of civilization. We fear 
that even a limited war can not be con­ 
tained and that our powers of destruc­ 
tion today may be more advanced than 
the moral fibre of some of the people 
who control them. 
Does this mean that if war comes, we 
are too fearful to fight? Does it mean 
that we prefer peace to some o t h e r 
things, freedom for example? Would we 
sacrifice someone else s freedom, the 
residents of West Berlin, for example, to 
maintain the “peace'’ we know today? 


These are grave questions in our 
world. They are questions which each 
individual should be asking himself 
searchingly. They are questions which 
each individual should attempt to an­ 
swer. 
Our government already has spoken 
on these questions. It has said for all of 
us, we are not afraid to fight if we have 
to. We don't want to fight, but to us 
freedom is more precious than peace, 
even someone else's freedom. 
If you don't believe these things, you 
better elect yourself another govern­ 
ment. And you’ll probably have to find 
your own candidates; we doubt any of 
the major party candidates will retreat 
one whit from this position. 
We doubt, too. that the people of the 
Soviet Union want w ar any more than 
we do. Its people are as fearful as our's. 
And they know war is hell; they've gone 
through it. 
The capture of an American flier on 
a spy run and the stupid lying of high 
government officials afterwards may 
eventually be used as an excuse to touch 
off the Last World War. But the real 
reasons behind such a war will lie deep 
within the intricacies of the Kremlin. 
These we can know nothing about. 
We can only pray that whatever they 
are, they will not be strong enough to 
unleash atomic warfare on the world.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)— One 
of the principal foundations 
of private enterprise is the 
right of a businessman to op­ 
erate 
his 
business

chooses, within the bounds of 
decency and responsibility to 
the public which he serves. 
Inroad upon inroad into this 
right has been made by gov­ 
ernm ent 
bureaucracy, 
both 
state and federal, until at the 
present time, the businessman 
generally 
does 
not 
know' 
where 
to 
turn 
unless 
he 
checks some government reg­ 
ulation. 


YET THE ATTEMPT to en­ 
slave the businessman, under 
the guise of “protection to the 
public,” which rarely amounts 
to 
protection 
but 
provides 
more jobs for bureaucrats, 
continues in full force. 
The latest attack on free en­ 
terprise comes from the State 
Board of Pharmacy, which is 
meeting in Fresno tomorrow', 
to consider a set of rules and 
regulations opposed by two 
legislators, A s s e m b l y m a n 
Sheridan 
Heglund, 
(D-La 
Mesa) and State Senator John 
F. McCarthy, (R-Marin). 
Heglund said, concerning 
the proposed regulations: 


“A HANDFUL OF appoint­ 
ees are seeking to censor or 
throttle drue-store advertis­ 
ing and in effect are creating 
a precedent harmful to all 
small business and ultimately 
detrimental 
to 
free 
enter­ 
prise.” 
He referred to the regula­ 
tion 
proposal 
which would 
prohibit “any public 
state­ 
ment by a druggist claiming 
professional superiority. ’ 
“In practice,” Heglund said, 
“this would make it impossi­ 
ble for a druggist to say or 
even 
imply 
that 
he 
com­ 
pounds prescriptions carefully 
from fresh drugs. This, broad- 
lv construed, would limit both 
the right of free speech and 
the free press. 
Probably it 
would make it impossible for 
a druggist to list in a tele­ 
phone directory such special 
services as free delivery, eve­ 
ning hours, or specialization 
in prescriptions. 


“FOR YEARS elements as­ 
sociated with the Pharmacy 
Board 
have 
sought 
to 
fix 
prices and censor advertising. 
Failing to convince the legis­ 
lature, they are now seeking 
the same powers by depart­ 
mental regulations. 
“Basically, in our system is 
the right of a man to build a 


better mousetrap and to tell 
his neighbors about it. This 
proposed regulation could be­ 
come a precedent to prevent 
or interfere with any adver­ 
tising or any service whatever 
by any business subject to 
control through state licens­ 
ing, such as beauty shops, bar­ 
bers, contractors or even fur­ 
niture stores.” 


MCCARTHY’S OBJECTIONS 
to the proposed regulations 
were that they could be used 
as a price-fixing device. The 
Marin senator attem pted at 
the last session of the legis­ 
lature to take sales taxes off 
drugs. 
Further, Heglund accuses 
the state board of pharmacy 
of “apparently seeking to es­ 
tablish a virtual dictatorship 
over every drug-store in every 
hamlet in the state in an un­ 
seemly and rash extension of 
governmental controls.” 
If legislation requiring ob­ 
servance of the laws against 
false and misleading advertis­ 
ing are not strong enough, the 
California 
Newspaper 
Pub­ 
lishers 
Association 
is 
pre­ 
pared to ask the state legis­ 
lature 
to 
strengthen 
these 
laws, Heglund says. But ap­ 
parently, resentment is strong 
against any proposal to cut 
down on legitimate informa­ 
tion to which the public is 
entitled. 


Assessor Using 
Wrong Evaluation 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
There was an excellent ar­ 
ticle in your newspaper the 
other day with regard to “ap­ 
praising your real estate.” 
This article explained the 
difference between “m arket 
value” and “market price” to 
the effect that the latter is 
what some person would pay 
because he wants the property 
enough to be willing to do so, 
whereas “market value” 
is 
what the property is actually 
worth, as a loan basis. 
This made me realize that 
our County Assessor’s Office 
is appraising Marin property, 
or at least a good deal of it. at 
“ market price” rather than 
“ fair m arket value” as it is 
supposed to be. I know this 
because, last year, when I pro­ 
tested the valuation on my 
home, before the Board of 
Supervisors, Mr. 
(Bert W.) 
Broemmcl stated that “fair 
m arket value,” as interpreted 
by his office, was the highest 
possible price that might be 
expected to be obtained for a 
property. 
This policy is resulting in 
excessive appraisals by the 
assessor’s office and is, I be­ 
lieve. completely erroneous.

To travel by air to Berlin 
at night is always an exciting 
experience. For 110 miles you 
have been flying over East 
German Communist territory 
and in every direction there is 
almost unrelieved darkness, 
occasionally a lone flicker of 
light to suggest a sleeping city 
—a kind of mental darkness 
as well as visible. 
And then you come upon 
West Berlin as though a mas­ 
sive r a i n b o w

He's Quitting 


John C. Beckett of Kent 
Woodlands, Marin director on 
the Bay Area 
Rapid 
Transit 
District board, submitted his 
resignation to the district and 
to the Marin Board of Supervi­ 
sors yesterday. 


In a letter to Adrien J. Falk, 
transit district president, Beck­
